DIFFERENTIATION IN BOOK PUB- 
LISHING. 


ANy acute observer of the book-publishing 
trade must have had forced upon his mind in 
recent years the fact that book-publishing em- 
braces two or three distinct lines of business, 
the confusion of which results in a general 
confusion of the conditions of the publishing 
business. There are, in fact, three distinctive 
classes of book-publishing. First, there are 
the cheap standards and like books, on which 
there is no copyright protection, and on which 
there is and always will be unlimited com- 
petition, These have practically become ar- 
ticles of manufacture, on which, by good 
judgment, a manufacturing profit may be made, 
but nothing more. There are, again, the dis- 
tinctively new books, some of which may be 
Successes, many of which are bound to be fail- 
ures, and failures which must be paid for out 
of the proceeds of the successful books, or out 
e some other line of publishing. The third 
line, which is after all the most solid in the 
publishing business, and is its substantial 
foundation, is the large class of books protected 
bv copyright which are of permanent value and 
good sale. These furnish from year to year a 
Profit which includes @ return not simply on 
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manufacturing .investment, but a publishing 
profit paying for the skill which the publisher 
as such has shown in the selection of such 
books. 

It must be recognized that these several 
classes of books demand quite different treat- 
ment all through the successive processes of 
publishing—in their cost, in their mechanical 
appearance, in the arrangements with authors, 
in advertising, in methods of distribution, and 
in prices. There is little analogy from one to 
the other. The first line is, it must be con- 
fessed, not so much unlike the grocery busi- 
ness, or the soap business, or other lines of 
ordinary manufacturing. The second line is a 
business distinctly and distinctively specula- 
tive, and it is here that the publisher must ex- 
ercise to the full those capabilities of judg- 
ment, of prophesying the public taste, which 
must be the outfit of the true publisher. Here 
the market must be tested, and the new author 
or the new book given the best chance, by ap- 
pealing tothe public with every attraction of 
form and with every benefit of clever adver- 
tising. The third line again is still different, 
being, as it were, between the other two and 
affording ballast for the publishing business, 
the fund out of which insurance can be paid 
for the failures of books of the second class as 
to which the publisher has not been wise. 

It would be interesting to follow this differ- 
entiation out in detail through the several 
lines. Differentiation.is the order of the day 
in most lines of business, curiously enough, 
alongside of the concentration and grouping of 
business which brings so many lines into the 
province of a single store, or under the control 
of a single business man. But we merely indi- 
cate these lines as affording food for thought, 
of which the wise publisher, and, indeed, the 
alert bookseller, can make useful application. 





Mr. Howarp CHALLEN calls attention else- 
where to the movement of the Merchants’ As- 
sociation in New York to boom the metropolis, 
and urges representation in it on the part of 
the book trade. From the local point of view, 
such representation seems justified by the fact 
that large numbers of buyers have been brought 
to New York, and considerable orders procured, 
by the extensive and enterprising work of the 
Association. But THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY 
speaks for the entire trade, and it is not yet 
quite certain whether trade in its entirety has 
been increased by these methods, or only di- 
verted from other places or advanced in time 
by the dangerous device of post-dating bills to 
“give longer credit. Vous verrons. 
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THE LUCK OF BOOK-HUNTERS. 


THE Providence that watches over book- 
hunters is the subject of an article in the 
August number of Chaméers'’s Journal. The 
article itself has an interesting history, for it 
was written thirty years ago, and the facts it 
contains were communicated to the writer, 
Anna Blackwell, by the father of Robert 
Browning. Outofthe many instances of won- 
derful ‘‘ finds” given, we select two: 

‘*A work onastrology, believed to be unique, 
without title-page, but bearing date 1473, and 
con:equently one of the earliest specimens of 
printing extant, having been brought out 
twenty years after the discovery of the art, 
exquisitely printed, with all the capital letters 
put in by hand, some of them being done in 
gold and others in colour—was picked up at a 
London bookstall for fifteen pence.” 

Such a ‘‘ find” is inconceivable nowadays, 
when the tendency of people ignorant of books 
is to over-value, not to under-value, any vol- 
ume that hasa quaint appearance. A London 
book-hunter of the last generation gave to his 
son, as the ‘‘nest egg”’ of his future library, a 
translation of ‘* The Life and Character of 
Theophrastus,” minus the title-page, but attrib- 
uted to Coleman; and in making the present he 
wrote his name on the flyleaf. A few years 
afterwards the son went to Jamaica, where the 
translation was borrowed bya military officer 
on service inthat colony. The latter was un- 
expectedly transferred with his regiment to 
another place, and inadvertently took the man- 
uscript with him—greatly to the annoyance of 
its owner, who for obvious reasons prized the 
volume very highly. For some time he made 
unavailing attempts to learn the whereabouts 
of the officer, but eventually relinquished the 
effort and gave up the book for lost. Five- 
and-twenty years afterwards he was strolling 
down the Old Kent Road when he came to the 
shop of a dealerin old iron. As he glanced 
into its dingy depths, he suddenly espied his 
lost translation stowed away upon a shelf. 
Hastily entering the shop, he bought back his 
missing treasure for the sum of sixpence, 
which the marine store dealer seemed to think 
himself very lucky in getting for it. The pres- 
ence of his father’s handwriting on the flyleaf 
was still as legible as ever, and rendered it 
certain that the volume, so strangely recov- 
ered, was the identical one the loss of which he 
had so long deplored. 

It can scarcely be hoped that every one will 
be so strangely lucky in their search for old 
books as the hero of this narrative, but there 
can be little doubt that some curious coinci- 
dences occur. The experienced in such mat- 
ters, however, are agreed that few real bargains 
are nowadays picked up, the increased facili- 
ties for advertising for rare volumes, and the 
ever-multiplying number of collectors, having 
narrowed the chancesof success. But mistakes 
may even still be made. The story is told of 
an American collector, who some years ago 
received a London bookseller’s catalogue, con- 
taining a copy of the earliest French edition 
of Froissart marked at eighteen shillings. 
He immediately sent for the book and duly 
received it, paying the price set down in the 
catalogue, although another copy of the same 
edition had been sold in London a short time 








previously for £95, and the copy he had now 
obtained, being in much better condition, would 
readily have fetched much more. But we be- 
lieve it to be a fact that at the present day few 
treasures are to be picked up in second-hand 
book-shops anywhere in the world. Indeed, 
so great is the number of people on the outlook 
for rare works, that it has frequently happened, 
when a would-be purchaser has gone home to 
procure the money for the discovered volume, 
he has found, on returning to the bookstall, 
that some one has stepped in before him and 
secured the prize—a fact that has caused the 
writer more than one bad quarter of an hour. 
A scarce volume never stays long on a book- 
seller’s shelves nowadays, and he that hap- 
pens to find on them a bargain must be quick 
in making up his mind or take the chances of 
finding it gone when he returns, be it in never 
so short a time.

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POSTAL MATTERS. 
SOUVENIRS OF THE POSTAL CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON, August 25.—The Post-Office 
Department has nearly completed an elaborate 
collection of souvenirs of the recent universal 
postal congress, and they will be shipped ina 
few days to all the delegates of that body. 
The collection includes an album of pictures of 
the congress at the hall, both interior and ex- 
terior, appropriate pictures of interest at Wash- 
ington, and some views taken during the spe- 
cial excursion tendered the congress by the 
government when the nine days were occupied 
in seeing the country between the Massachu- 
setts coast and the Mississippi River. There 
also will be a complete set of United States 
postage stamps, cancelled with the words Uni- 
versal Postal Congress, and a silver medal of 
a size a little larger than half a dollar. 

NEW YORK CITY POSTAL STATIONS. 

PosTMASTER VAN Cott, New York City, re- 
turned from Washington August 24, much en- 
couraged by his conference with Postmaster- 
General Gary and others of the General Post- 
Officeauthorities. Heissanguinethat a number 
of the reforms and changes he has recommended 
in the system of collecting and distributing mails 
in the metropolis will be adopted. 

Two stations on or close to Broadway, Mr. 
Van Cott says, are imperatively needed in the 
wholesale dry-goods district. Consolidation of 
the post-offices of Greater New York, Mr. Van 
Cott said, had not been even mentioned at the 
conference, and the project for a new and per- 
fect post-office building with modern equip- 
ments, a pet project with the Postmaster, had 
likewise been tabooed. 


MAILS FOR THE KLONDIKE. 


CANADA andthe United States have agreed 

upon co-operation in augmenting the postal fa- 
cilities for the Klondike region, and the result 
will shortly be evidenced in a substantial doub- 
ling of the mail service from the coast intothat 
district. The reply of Canada to Acting Post- 
master-General Shallenberger’s proposition to 
establish an exchange of mails at Circle City 
and Dawson City is a counter proposition, Can- 
ada agreeing to perform the service from 
Dawson City down to Dyea by means of a con- 
tract of her own, with reimbursement to be 
made by this Government for its share of the 
service. 
_ This differs from this country’s proposition 
in that under the latter the United States was 
to let the contract and look to Canada for reim- 
bursement for the latter’s share. The counter 
scheme, however, is satisfactory to the Post- 
Office Department. At present the district 
gets the benefit of mails once a month. The 
new arrangement will furnish semi-monthly 
mails, the trips probably being sandwiched 
between the dates designated in the present 
contract of the United States. 

Canada’s proposition was formally accepted 
by Acting Postmaster-General Shallenberger, 
and the Canadian Government notified of the 
action. Dyea, which is 100 miles above Juneau 
on the Lynn Canal, and Dawson City will be 
declared international postal exchange offices. 

lhe service will be under the immediate su- 
pervision of Canadian mounted police, and the 
“arriers will he equipped with dogs and sledges 
and have Indian drivers. The first contract 
Will be for one year. 
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SUIT AGAINST THE TROW DIRECTORY 
COMPANY. 


Louis _HANNEMAN, as receiver of the old 
and now dissolved.Trow Printing Co., has 
brought a suit against the present Trow Di- 
rectory, Printing and Bookbinding Co., attach- 
ing the transfer of the assets of the old com- 
pany, made in I8g1, to the present company. 

Under the agreement the property was sold 
to the Trow Directory Company for $5000 in 
cash, 5475 shares of preferred stock of the Di- 
rectory Company of the par value of $100 each, 
and 5475 shares of common stock of a similar 
value at par. Certificates were issued in the 
names of Robert W. Smith, the president of 
the company; Edward Lange, vice-president 
and treasurer, and Horace W. Thurber, who, 
with C. E, Lange, comprised the Directorate of 
the old firm. These Directors one day before 
the transfer was made arranged that the stock 
was to be paid to Lange, Thurber, and Smith, 
for their own use and benefit. Thurber isa 
creditor of the Printing and Bookbinding Com- 
pany for $102,042, according to its books. 

The Directory Company was incorporated 
eight days before the transfer, under the laws 
of New Jersey, with a capital of $1,500,000, its 
Directors being Robert W. Smith, president ; 
Edward Lange, vice-president and treasurer ; 
Francis B. Thurber, F. W. Hopkins, R. J. 
Dean, and A. Cheney. The present Directors 
of the existing Trow Directory, Printing and 
Bookbinding Company are James G. Cannon, 
vice-president of the Fourth National Bank ; 
William H. Porter, vice-president of the Chase 
National Bank; R. W. Gibson, the architect ; 
Philip Hathaway, Joseph F. Simmons, and G. 
P. Morosini. Sia 

Philip Hathaway, chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Trow Directory, Printing and: 
Bookbinding Company, has made the follow- 
ing statement inregard tothe articles about his 
company, which have appeared in the news- 
papers: 

1. The permission granted to the receiver of 
the old Trow Printing and Bookbinding Com- 
pany to institute proceedings against the Trow 
Directory, Printing and Bookbinding Com- 
pany was made on an ex farte application and 
was based on a statement of facts, the cor- 
rectness of which the lattercompany is prepared 
to dispute. 

2. The present Board of Directors of the 
Trow Directory, Printing and Bookbinding 
Company is a new board, elected by the action 
of dissatisfied stockholders in 1895, and had no 
connection with the formation of the company 
in 1891, or with any of the matters now com- 
plained of by the receiver of the old company. 

3. My board is advised by its counsel that 
the présent company, having paid in good 
faith an ample consideration for the property 
purchased from the old company in 1891, its 
title to such property is clear and unassailable, 
and that any claim in respect of any alleged 
improper distribution of the purchase money 
must be made against the parties by whom the 
distribution was made, and not against my 
company, which was in no way responsible for 
such distribution or the manner in which it was 
made. 

The present managers believe from their 
examination of the transactions in 1891 that as 
soon as all the facts are made known the re- 
ceiver’s suit will be dismissed.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 


ADAM ASNYK, the famous Polish poet, has 
just died at Cracow, Russia, in his 59th year. 


ALFRED ARNATH, the historian and Director 
of the Austrian State Archives, is dead, at the 
age of 78. 

MARY KYLE DALLAS, the well-known writer 
for magazines, died at her home in New York 
City on August 25. For many years Mrs. 
Dallas was an indefatigable worker on the Vew 
York Ledger. 


ARTHUR MIDDLEMORE MorGAN, Vicar of 
Mucking, Essex, England, is dead. In 1855 he 
published his first volume of poems. Among 
his best-known published poems are ‘Gifts 
and Light: church verses,” ‘‘ Immanuel,’’ and 
‘‘ Inter-Flumina : verses written among rivers.” 


ARMAYIS P. VARTOOGUIAN, a prominent 
young member of the Armenian colony in New 
York City, died on Friday, August 20. He had 
been illonlyafewhours. Althoughonlytwenty- 
three years old, he had written voluminously 
on the Armenian outrages. He came here at 
the age of fourteen from Constantinople, his 
birthplace. Bookbinding was his occupation. 
A year ago he published a book, ‘‘ Armenia's 
Ordeal,” which is now in its second edition. 
It is a vigorous account of the Armenian 
troubles, and was favorably reviewed by a 
number of journals. Vartooguian also wrote 
letters which were printed in 7/e 7ribune and 
other papers. 


THE distinguished chemist, Professor Victor 
Meyer, whose death occurred on August 22 at 
Heidelberg, Germany, was born in Berlin on 
September 8, 1848. At an early age he was 
appointed professor at the Polytechnic at Stutt- 
gart, and he afterwards removed successively 
to Zurich, Gottingen, and Heidelberg. Not 
only was he the author of numerous original 
researches in organic chemistry, but was also 
a contributor to chemical physics, especially 
by improvements in the determination of vapor 
densities. Among his writings in recent years 
may be mentioned his ‘‘ Chemische Probleme 
der Gegenwart,” his ‘‘ Ergebnisse und Ziele 
der stereochemischen Forschung,” and _ his 
‘‘Aus Natur und Wissenschaft.” He was also 


the author, with Jacobson, of a recent ‘‘ Lehr- 
buch der organischen Chemie.”’ é 


FREDERIC DE Forest ALLEN, Professor of 
Classical Philology in Harvard University, 
ruptured a blood vessel on August 4 and died 
in the evening of the same day. Mr. Allen 
was born at Oberlin, O., May 25, 1844. He 
graduated from Oberlin in 1863, studied at 
Leipzig, was successively tutor at Hartford, 
Greek professor at Yale, and in 1880 was called 
to Harvard, where he has done fine work for 
seventeen years. Among his published works 
are an edition of the ‘‘ Medea of Euripides,” a 
volume of ‘* Remnants of Early Latin,” a ver- 
sion of ‘* Hadley’s Greek Grammar,” an elab- 
rate technical treatise on ‘‘Greek Versifica- 
tion in Inscriptions,” and many papers in his 
Special study of philology.
